And the Levite (becauſe he hath no Part nor Inheritance with 
thee) and the Stranger, and the Fatherleſs, and the Widou, 
which are within thy Gates, ſhall come, and ſhall eat and be 
ſatisfied; that the Lord thy God may bleſs thee m all the 
Work of thine Hand which thou loft. 


HESE Words contels a Direction for the Diſpoſition of that 
third Year's Tithing among the Jews, which was called, 
the 7:the of the Poor, reſerved for pious and charitable 
_ Uſes, for Entertainment and Relief of thoſe, who, by 

their Separation to the Service of Religion, were entitled to ſhare 

in the temporal Enjoy ments of their Brethren, and ſuch others as, 
by any accidental Diſtreſs, had Occaſion for their Help and Aſſiſ 
tance, The Circumſtances of the Perſons recommended to their

z A SERMON preached before 
mend at this Time, that I ſuppoſe the Suitableneſs of the Subject 
will appear of itſelf; and I may have” Leave, from the Words 
that have been read, to treat of theſe three Heads of Diſcourſe, 
vx. | 
1. The Perſons who are here propoſed as the Objects of their 
Care and Benevolence: The Levite, and the Stranger, and the 
Fat herleſe, and the Widow. 
2. The Nature and Meaſure of that Relief which was to be 


reached out to them: They ſhall come, and ſhall eat, and be fatls- 
ed. And, 

J 3. The Motive urged to the due Diſcharge of this Duty, Viz, 

the Divine BenediQtion which is promiſed in Conſequence of it 


That the Lord thy God may ble 90 thee in all the Work of thine Hand 
which thou doeſi. 


1 Firſt, 1 begin with the Perſons who are here propoſed as the 
EY of their Care and Beneyolence. 

. And, for the firſt of theſe, the Levite, it is to be obſerved, 
tht when God had fignally conſecrated to himſelf the Fi „- born of 
Iſrael (a), by ſaving them from that Deſtruction which he brought 
on the Egyptians, he was pleaſed to appoint that the Tribe of Levi 
mould be given in Exchange for them (5), and be appointed to 
miniſter and aſſiſt the Family of Aaron in ſacred Offices. From 

hence it came to paſs, that the Numbers of this Tribe were not taken 
in that Numeration of the People (c), when the Males of twenty 
Years old, and upward, were. recounted as qualified for War. 
For the fame Reaſon, when the Land was divided to the Tribes 
by Lot, this Tribe of Levi had no Lot among them; and there- 
fore it is ſo often ſaid, That they had 0 Part nor Inberitance with 
their Brethren fd). 

Not that theſe Miniſters of Religion were leſt deſtitute and un- 
provided, or obliged to ſeek an uncertain Livelihood from other 
Labours ! I am thy Part, and thine Inheritance (e), ſays God to 
Aaron ; and of the whole Tribe of Levi it is ſaid by Mo oſes , 
That the Lord is their Inheritance. From hence the Name of

Clergy 
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Clergy ſeems to be derived to the Minifters of the New, Teftament 
(g). And whilſt God was their Portion and Inheritance, it is an 
ealy Conſequence, that they ſhould eat his Inheritance (as Moſes (h) 
ſpeaks) and that their, Maintenance ſhould ariſe from the Things 
that were ſacred or dedicated to him. So in the Words of Joſhua, 
the Priefthood of the Lord is their Inheritance (4), i. e. the Profits 
and Emoluments of the Prieſthood, — the Prieſthood not ſtrictly 
taken as appropriate to the Houſe of Aaron, but in a larger Senſe 
for the whole ſacred Function, — the whole Apparatus of Divine 
Service performed either by Prieſts or Levites. 

As it was Part of their Office to teach Jacob God's Fudgments, 
and Iſrael his Law, {k) it was fit they ſhould be conveniently diſ— 
perſed throughout the Land of 1/rae/; and for this Purpoſe they 
had eight and forty Cities aſſign'd them with the Suburbs by the 
{ſeveral Tribes (1): And ſo what had, at firſt, the Appearance of a 
Penal Denunciation from the Patriarch Jacob, was turned into a 
Bleſſing to the whole Community, that God would divide them in 
Jacob, and /catter them in Iſrael (m. Theſe Cities were a ſet- 
led Manſion and Glebe for the Accommodation of themſelves and 
their Cattel. And beſides the rf Fruits of the Increaſe, which 
were given to the Sons of Aaron; the Tithes, which had been an- 
cicntly ſeparated for Religious Uſes ſu), were now, by expreſs 
Proviſion of Law, given to the Children of the Levi for an Inheri- 
tance (0), And over and above all this they were directed to eat 
the Offerings of the Lord made by Fire {p), and had a large Ad- 
dition of Perquiſites from the Oblations of the People, and the 
Service of the Altar. Thus, as the Apoſtle obſerves, they that 
waited at the Altar, were Partakers with the Altar (q); and when 
they were negligent and ſlack in their Duty, the Prophet had 
Reaſon to expoſtulate and upbraid them, that they had not been 
required to ſhut the Doors, or Kindle Fire on the Altar for nought (r ),

[From all this it is evident, if we conſider the Proportion they 
bore to the Body of the People (%, that they were more richly 
provided for than their Brethren of the other Tribes. And yet 
beſides all this, it is obſervable that thoſe who were in the 
Courſe of Waiting at the Temple, or otherwiſe occaſionally re- 
ſident at Feru/alem, were entitled to partake of thoſe Love- Feaſts 
or Entertainments which were made there out of the Second Ti- 
thing /t), and they that remained in the Country were admitted 
to a Share in that Third Tithing which the Text ſpeaks of: And 
upon all Accounts the People were moſt ſtrictly enjoined to ſee that 
there were no Deficiency in this Matter, and take Heed to them- 
ſelves that they for/ook not the Levite as long as they lived upon the 
Earth (u). By the Levite here we underſtand the ribeof Levi, with 
their Wives and Children, that they might provide for thoſe who 
were diſqualified by Sex or Age (w,) for the Service of the Sanc- 
tuary, as well as thoſe who were liable to diſcharge it in their Turns, | 
2. Secondly, the next Perſon to be taken Care of is the Stranger, 


which Word in our Tranſlation, as it is not always of one Import, 
ſo neither does it anſwer to one and the fame in the Original. 


Sometimes it denotes one who is not of Clerical Extraction, in Op- 


poſition to the Houſe of Aaron, or the Tribe of Levi (x); and 
then the Word is the ſame that is uſed elſewhere for Strange Fire 


(y), and Strange Incenſe (z), and Strange Gods (a), any thing 
Foreign to pure Worſhip, (5), as allo a Perſon that is deſcended 


of

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of another Family or Kindred (c). At other Times it is uſed for 
Perſons of a foreign Country, and thoſe rather conſider'd as newly 
come, and not long habituated or accuſtomed to live among them 
{d). But the Word uſed in the Text is generally applied to ſuch 
as had acquired a longer Settlement, and had ſubmitted to the 
Rites and Diſcipline of Moſes. Therefore the Septuogint have 


uſually diſtinguiſhed them by the Name of Proſelytes {e) ; and tho“ 


they might ſometimes be only Proſelytes of the Gate, or bound by 
the Precepts of the Sons of Noah, upon Obſerving whereof they 
were permitted to ſojourn or dwell within the Gates of Iſrael, yet 
at other Times they were certainly Proſelytes of Righteouſneſs, or 
entire Converts to the Law and Religion of the Jews, | So Mai- 
monides (g/ aſſures, that wherever the Stranger is mentioned as par- 
taking of the Diſtributions to the Poor, no other but the Proſelyte 
of Fuſtice is intended ; the ſame of whom we read that Precept in 
the Law (Hy, when a Stranger ſhall ſojourn with thee, and will 
keep the Paſſover to the Lord, let all his Makes be circumciſed, and 
then let him come near and keep it; and he ſhall be as one born in 
the Land, Ci) entitled to the fame Religious Rights and Privileges, 
and Partaker of the ſame Solemnities: One Law ſhall be to him 
that is Home- born, and to the Stranger that ſojourneth among you. (k\. 


But tho' in theſe Reſpects they were levell'd or ſet on the ſame 


Foot with the Native Hruelites, yet in Reſpect of Inheritance, or 
the Poſſeſſion of the Land of Canaan, there could not but be a con- 
_ fiderable Difference between them.] As they ſprang not from any 
of the Tribes of 1/rael, they had conſequently no Claim to any 
Share of that Land, which had been divided to the Tribes by

Lot {1), and was afterwards ſecured to their Poſterity reſpeQiyely, 


They were, more ftrictly than the Tribe of Levi, without Part 
or Inheritance: Which made them the fitter Objects of Alms and 


Hoſpitality, and entitled them to a Share in that Tithing of the Third 


Year, which was ſeparated for ſuch Uſes, It is mentioned as an 
Argument of God's Loving the Stranger, that he gives him Food 
and Raiment (m). And from hence the Jewiſh Law-giver was 
particularly careful to admoniſh his People to Love Strangers, and 
in no wiſe /ex or Oppreſs them (), as Perſons who had lets Means 
of Redreſs or Remedy, and as remembering they had themſelves 
been Strangers in the Land of Egypt. To this Purpoſe it is taxed 
by the Prophet as an high Aggravation of Injuſtice, to turn afide 
the Stranger from his Right (0) + But eſpecially when he embraced 
their Religion, and ſubmitted to the ſame Moſaick Diſcipline, they 
were then required to Love him as themſelves, and ſhew him the 
| ſame Regard as to Perſons Born among them (). 
3. Thirdly, The Fatherleſs is next mentioned as the Object of 
ſuch Care and Benevolence. The Office of a Father is well un. 
derſtood to protect his Children againſt imminent Danger, to in- 
ſtruct them in thoſe Points they are concerned to know, and to 
provide a convenient Supply of their Neceſſities. And therefore 
the Loſs of a Perſon, who ſtands in this Relation, has been always 
reckoned an important Motive to Compaſſion. Till they come to 
an Age capable of ſupporting themſelves, they have frequent 
Occaſion for the kind Offices of other People, and want at leaſt 
their Countenance, if not their Relief, Even when left in larger 
Circumſtances, they are liable to be made the Prey of Avaritious 
Neighbours: But when ſubje& to an indigent Condition, they 


find the greateſt Difficulty to riſe out of it, and ſurmount the 


_ Hardſhips with which they are ſurrounded. For this Reaſon

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the Scripture uſually joins them with the Poor, and more em- 
phatically recommends them to our charitable Concern and Be- 
nevolence. Ir ſets before us the Example of God himſelf, who 
is a Father of the Futherleſs (q), takes their Cauſe into his Hand, 
provides for their Wants, and will avenge their Wrongs. But be- 


cauſe his Providence works uſually by human Means, therefore 


he directs Men as his Inſtruments, not only to forbear Injuring and 
Moleſting them Cy, but likewiſe to favour and protect them from 
the injurious Encroachments of other Men, to be helpful to 
them in their Wants and Exigences, to defend the Poor and Father - 
leſs (s), and viſit them in their Afiction (t). Particularly the 


Children of good Men are repreſented as the ſpecial Charge of. the 
Almighty : And therefore the P/alm;z/# mentions it as a Matter of 


Obſervation from his Youth up, that he had ot ſcen the Righteous 
forſaken, nor his Seed begging Bread (u)—not begging it to no Pur- 


poſe, — not utterly deſtitute; but if their Father and Mother, thro 


the common Mortality of Nature, had for/akey them, the Lord 
then took them up (w) into the Protection of his good Providence, 
raiſing them up Friends to extend Mercy to them, and to have Com- 
paſſion upon the fatherleſs Children (x). eee 
4. Fourthly, T be Mido is here, as in many other Places, added 
to the Patherleſs, as one in the like helpleſs and deſtitute Condition, 
deprived of the Perſon who was moſt nearly concerned to take 


Care for her, liable therefore to be greatly injured by the Craft 


and Oppreſſion of ill Men, little able to look ont for the Supply 
of her Neceſſities, and upon all Accounts a proper Object of Com- 


paſſion. For this Reaſon the Cauſe of the Widows is re preſented 


(y) to be undertaken and eſpouſed by God the Judge of all; and 
as he has ſometimes interpoſed in their Favour by ſpecial Acts of 


Providence, ſo has he ſtrictly enjoined his People by expreſs Laws 


not to Vex or Oppreſs them (2); where thoſe Laws have been vi- 
olated, he has reproved it as a very high Degree of Wickednels 
(a), and has on the contrary recommended them to the Care and

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protection of thoſe whom his kind Providence has placed in ſuch 
Circumſtance of Life as gives them Opportunity to help and re- 
lieve them (%. The Precepts of the New Teſtament do not fall 
ſhort of the Old, but as Charity and Love of Brethren runs through 
the whole Syſtem of the Chriſtian Religion, ſo are we earneſtly 
exhorted to put on Bowels of Mercies and Kindneſs (c) towards them 
that are in Want, and 70 viſit the Fatherleſs and Widows in their 
 Afiifion (d). 

_ Whilſt theſe are particularly mentioned, others in the like 
helpleſs Condition are eaſily underſtood ; and therefore | the Wives 
and Children of thoſe who are.diſabled from affording that Support 
and Protection which is uſually expected from a Husband or a 
Father, may be as great, or ſometimes greater Objects of Pity, 
than they who have no Husband or Father living. Nay, it muſt 
be own'd, that by ſuch Precepts as theſe, all Perſons in low and 
deſtitute Circumſtances are entitled to Relief, tho' the Fatherle/; 
and Widows are more expreſly named, as carrying the moſt 
obvious Notes of Diſtreſs and Neceſſity about them. For this 
Reaſon | the Tithing, which is enjoined inthe Text, uſes to be called 
the Tithing of the Poor, becauſe all ſuch as wanted Help and 
Support were alike entitled to ſhare in it with the S7ranger, 
Fat herleſs, and Widow. But yet fince the Levite alſo is joined 
with them /e), there can be little doubt but the Addition of ſuch 
Exigence would give a double Title; ſo that the Fatherleſs and 


_ Widows of this Tribe, and ſuch others as were reduced to a State 


of equal Indigence, would be ſure to have the Preference to all 
others, in the Diſtribution of the Tithing of the third Year, 


We ſeem now to be got pretty near the Occaſion of the preſent 
Meeting. The Chriſt;an Clergy, at large, are properly the Succel- 
ſors

And tho” it is not the Defign of my ſtanding in this Place, to 
move directly for a better Maintenance or Proviſion for the Clergy 
themſelves, yet it is for ſuch of their Families whoſe Poverty and 
Diſtreſs, in many Inſtances, is owing to the narrow Income of 
their Parents, and that ſacrilegious Avarice which has alienated or 
with-holden what ſhould have been ſecured to them. So that in 

| Conſequence I may be underſtood to plead for àa decent Augmen- 
tation of the Reyenues of the poorer Clergy, which would, in 
{ſome Meaſure, preclude the Need of that Proviſion for their Fa- 
milies which they would then be qualified to make themſelves. 
But more directly I appear an Advocate for //idows and Orphans 
(or Children like Orphans, whole Parents cannot provide for them) 
the Widows and Orphans of the Tribe of Levi, who were doubly 
entitled to the Bounty of the Text, and will not be judged, I 

kumbly truſt, to haye an inferior claim to your Benevolence.

But, to ſupply all Deficiency, and effectually prevent 
any Cry, or complaining in their Streets, there was a Tithing made 
every third Year (i), which (excepting the Demands made for imme- 
diate Reliet ) was laid up by the Proprietors in their own Houſes or 
Granaries, and ſeems to have been reſerved by them as a ſtated 
Fund or Stock in Hand, till that Year came round again, to an- 
{wer the Occaſional Exigences of the Poor, by extending a Bene- 
yolent and Hoſpitable Proviſion to thoſe that wanted it. 
This Method of diſpoſing their Charity was well ſuited to the 
Jewiſh Diſpenſation, and the Nature of their Settlement in the 
Land of Canaan. 'There, as they were generally contented with 
the Produce of the Country, and looked not for any great Im- 
provements by Trade and Merchandiſe ; ſo by the legal Conſti- 
tution their Lands were properly unalienable, and if ever they 
were occaſionally mortgaged for a Time, yet they neceſlarily 
reverted in the Year of Jubilee. This made it impraQticable to 
found Colleges and Hoſpitals, with ſtanding Revenues and En- 
dowments ; not becauſe the Lands would by that Means become 
unalienable, but becauſe they were indeed unalienable already, 
and could not be transferred to other Uſes than thoſe which the 
wile Legiſlator had preſcribed. This made it likewiſe that their 
Riches conſiſted chiefly in the Produce of their Ground and their 
Cattel, and conſequently it was fit that their Bounty ſhould be 
chiefly regulated with regard to that Increaſe. For this Reaſon the 
Occupiers of the Land, (who, I ſuppoſe, were uſually the Owners. 
of it alſo), are charged with the Burden of providing for the Poor 
in their reſpective Neighbourhoods; by giving them a ſhare in that 
Increaſe which God had bleſſed them. with. 
And a very large Share it was, which, by the Provifion of the 
Law, was required to be ſet apart, either for the Support of Prieſts 
and Levites, or for Relief of the Poor. Some doubt indeed there 1s

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among the Learned, who have enquired into theſe Matters, whe= 
ther this Tithing of the Third Year were really diftin& from 
the Two Tithings which were preſcribed every Year (except the 
Sabbatical) or were only a different Manner of Payment, with a 
different' Application of one or other of them in eyery Third Year, 
from what was uſual in the other Two Years. nb: 4 

Some have ſuppoſed it to be no other than the Firſt Tithing 
{k_), which was uſually appropriate to the Maintenance of Prieſts 
and Levites, but, once in Three Years, was divided between them 9 
and the Poor; the Stranger, the Fatherle/s, and the Widow be- 
ing admitted to ſhare with them. But there is little Likelihood 
that the whole Burden of Charity ſhould thus be laid upon a 
ſingle Tribe, and deducted out of that Allowance which was 
purpoſely deſigned for the ſubſiſting of their Families. And 
therefore they have judged with more Probability (1), who 
have thought it to coincide with the ſecond Tithing, which in 
other Years was carried by the Owners to Jeruſalem, to be there 
eaten by their Houſeholds, with an hoſpitable Entertainment of 
Levites then reſiding, but in every Third Year was reſeryed in the 
Country, as an additional Supply for the Levites diſperſed through- 
out the Land, and the Relief of ſuch as were indigent in eyery 
Neighbourhood, Yet neither is this Opinion without Exception 
(n). The Tithing of the third Year is preſcribed in the Law diſ- 
tinctly from the other two, and without any Intimation given that 
either of them was omitted for the Payment of it. It ſeems

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now many ſettled Benefactions and Endowments, which do in great 
Meaſure provide for the Exigences of this Kind, and, by making 
a conſtant Deduction from the Produce of the Country, do ſuper- 
ſede the Neceſſity of ſo large a Deduction from the annual Pro. 
duce of each Proprietor. Withal it may be noted, that we have 
many Perſons who are not greatly intereſted in the Culture and 
Produce of the Land, who yet have large Acquiſitions and In- 
creaſe of Fortune from the Improvements of Trade and Mer— 
chandiſe. And no doubt it will be thought by all equitable Judges, 
that their Gains ſhould bear a reaſonable Propoition in the Aids of 
Charity, and not leave the whole Weight or Burden on the land— 
ed Intereſt. And yet in Reſpect of both it muſt be ſaid, that in 
Proportion as the legal Proviſions of this Kind are leſſened and | 
impaired, whether by cuſtomary Encroachments, or by Reſump- 
tions of Law, their Obligation will be greater to Disburſements of 


private Kind, and a diſcretionary Supply of that Deficiency which 
is obſerved in the publick Appointments. 


'The Revenues of the Clergy are well known to have been 
greatly abridged at the Time of the Reformation, and when their 
Expences were encreaſed by taking off the unchriſtian Reſtraint 
of Celibacy, their Incomes on the other hand were greatly leſſened 
and made more diſproportionate to their Occaſions. Some Steps 
there have been taken in Abatement of this Infelicity, particularly 
by that memorable Inſtance of Royal Bounty, which applied the Firſt- 

fruits and Tenths of the Clergy to the Augmentation of the poorer 
Livings. Bleſſed be the Memory of that gracious Benefactreſs, 
who ſo affectionately conſulted to repair the Breaches, and ſup 
ply the Wants, of our Jeruſalem / | May this Work of her Hands 
be eſtabliſhed and ſupported by the propitious Benediction of Pro- 
-vidence! And may all the Schemes that ſhall be 1210 for Subverting 
it be for ever baffled and defeated!] 
But whatever Hopes we may conceive from this Fund of Cha- 
rity in a long Courſe of Time, *tis certain the Endowment of a 
great Number of Livings is ſtill fo mean and inconſiderable, that 
tis much more to be admired ſo many of the Incumbents ſhould 
educate their Families with any Degree of Decency, than that 
ſome of them ſhould leave them Objects of Compaſſion, and give

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Occaſion for charitable. Combinations to relieve them. As a 
Remedy . againſt this Inconvenience, we grateſully comme- 
morate the Beneficence of the Royal Founder of this Corpora- 


tion, erected to accept of Lands and other Donations for the Uſe 
of the Widows and Children of the poorer Clergy. And when 
the Bounty of many Benefactors had reached the Limits that were: 


ſet them for the Purchaſing of Lands, we alſo gratefully remem- 
ber with how tender a Regard his late Majeſty was pleaſed to 


enlarge the Mortmain Licenſe, and allow the Privilege of farther 


Bequeſts or Purchaſes.

The Tithes of the Land taken in the Gros, including thoſe 
that belonged ſtrictly to the Levites, as well as thoſe which were 
allotted to the Relief of the Poor, were conſidered as God's Part 
or Portion; and the Levites with the Stranger,.

This is mentioned as the Ground of publick and na- 
tional Calamities.—— Ye are curſed with a Curſe, for ye have 
robbed me, even this whole Nation. | And by what follows in the 
next Verſes, it ſeems that the Curſe which fell upon them con- 
ſiſted in ſuch Barrenneſs of the Soil, and Malignancy of the Air, 
as deſtroyed the Proviſion of Bread, and was followed by great 
Scaroity and Famine. When they with-held the tenth Part from 
God, he did (as the Fewi/h Writers ()) remark) take from them 
the other nine, and leave them only that tenth for their Sub- 
ſiſtence, which they had injuriouſly retained to themſelves. The 
Remark is applicable to other Acts of Griping and Oppreſſion, 
and the habitual Neglect of that Mercy and Benevolence, which is 
due to them that are in want, when Men are ſollicitous (2) to join 
Houſe to Houſe, and lay Field to Field, "till there be no Place tor 
thoſe to whom their Bowels of Compaſſion are ſhut up.

On the other Hand, when Men were careful and conſcientious 
in the Matter of Tithes and Offerings, the Divine Bleſſing was 
promiſed to deſcend upon their Subſtance, and they found a Re- 
turn even in temporal Increaſe. Honour the Lord with thy Sub- 
france, and with the Firſi-fruits of all thine Increafe. So ſhall thy 
Barns be filled with Plenty, and thy Preſſes ſhall burſt out with new 
Wine (a).

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Land, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts (b). As an Inſtance of ſuch gra- 
cious Benediction, ſome have underſtood it, that upon Hezekiah's 
Reformation, when the Firſt fruits and Tithes were brought in 
great Abundance, the Chief Prieſt of the Houſe of 'Ladok gave this 
Account of it to the King, that /zzce the People began to do ſo, 
the Lord had bleffed his People, ſo that the Portion accruing to the 
Priefts and Levites was enough, and to ſpare (c). 
Thus according to the Aphoriſm of the Jews (d, their Pay- 
ment of 7ithes was the Hedge, or the Defence of their Riches, 
the Thing which ſecured them from mouldring away, and in- 
deed occaſioned an Increaſe. And ſince their Abſence from their 
own Land has made their Payment of Tithes according to the Law 
impracticable, it has been judged adviſeable by the more con- 
ſcientious People among them /e), that they ſhould ſeparate the 
tenth Part of all their Gains or Increaſe to be given to the Poor, for 
a charitable Relief of their Neceſſity. To encourage this the more 
effectually, they have another Aphoriſm of like Import, that their 
Alms are the Salt of their Riches, (g/ giving them at once a Reliſh 
to themſelves, and preſerving them againſt Decay and Corruption. 
They who abound in the good Things of this Life, are no doubt 
expected to give more plenteou/ly of their Abundance. But they 
who have but little, are encouraged 70 give gladly even of that lit- 
tle, (h), by the memorable Example of the Widow of Sarepta, 
who, when ſhe had but Jon enough to provide one Meal for her- 
{elf and her Son, yet refuſing not to relieve a Prophet in Diſtreſs, 
ſhe found it greatly Multiply and Increaſe upon her Hands, ſo as 
to ſuffice them all till the Time of Scarcity and Famine was con- 
cluded (i).

Indeed as it is the profeſſed Deſign of the Goſpel, to take off our 
Aﬀections, as much as may be, from Things Temporal, and direct 
them to ſuch as are Eternal: Our Attention is required rather to 
the Motives of a ſpiritual Kind, that by this Means we ſhall be 
 Kich towards God (9), and lay up Treaſures in Heaven (%, we 

ſhall provide our ſelves Bags which wax not old (s), and Gain ay incor- 
ruptible, undefiled Inheritance (i). We are allo admoniſhed to zake 
no thought for the Morrow (u), and be anxiouſly careful for 
nothing of this World (w). But then as an effeQual Inducement 
hereunto, we are inſtructed withal that God careth for us (x), and 
that he who Feeds the Fowls of the Air, and Clothes the Lilies of 
the Field (), will never be wanting to his faithful Servants, but 
if we be careful to /eck his Kingdom in the fir Place, and the Righ- 
teouſneſs thereof, all theſe Things ſhall ſurely be added (S) in ſuch 
Meaſure and Proportion, as is on all Accounts moſt proper for us, 
and qualified to give us full Satisfaction. ; 

The natural Conſequenee is this, that as the Care of Providence 
is extended to the Poor, by diſpoſing them who enjoy the good 
Things of this Life, to impart liberally to the Wants of others; 
ſo they, in Return, ſhall find a Bleſſing deſcend upon their Stores, 
and what God accepts as given to himſelf, can never be be- 
ſtowed in vain.

They that ſhew their Regard- to Chriſt and his Re- 
ligion, by imparting liberally to the Wants of his afflicted Mem- 
bers, eſpecially of thoſe who wait at the Altar, and the diſtreſſed 
Families they leave behind them, will have the Satisfaction to 
find their Kindneſs accepted as done unto himſelf, who will 
never fail of Requiting their Benevolence, if not with an Increaſe 
of temporal Acquiſitions, yet with a truer Reliſh and Comfort of 
Enjoyment, and with the future Glories of that Kingdom which 
cannot be moved (c). The Oblation of their Alms, together with the 
Incenſe of their Prayers, will aſcend for a Memorial before God (d), 
who is not unrighteous to forget their Work and Labour of Love, (e), 
but will no doubt remember them concerning this, — will graciouſly 
remember them for good, and not wipe out the good Deeds that they 
have done for the Houſe of our God, and for the OHece thereof (f).
